TO THE COAL MINERS OF ENGLAND. 

FrLLow-WwokkMeN,—At must be confessed thatwe now livein veryevent- 

ful times, when despotism is assuniing new and varied formis, and adopt- 
ing artful means to strengthen and consolidate its isolated developments, 
by throwing its fascinating folds around freedom of thought and action, in 
order to crush with greater facility their earliest manifestation. Is it not 
by means of a degeitfiil and false persuasion of fighting for their religion 
end their God that the huge despotism of, the North has cunningly suc- 
ceceded in enlisting under its banners millions of serfs, who are now, un- 
fortunately, in open hostility to the civilisation of the West? These 
legions, I say, are now engaged in doatie strife, with almost unlimited 
material resources at their command, to hurl with fieree savageness the 
barbarism which has been erected by despotic rule over the brightest por- 
tions of the east and south of Europe; and it is painful to state that thou- 
sands of the sons of freedom have already fallen in their resistance to the 
advancement of this mighty host, leaving behind them a rich legacy in 
the orphan’s tear and the widow’s sorrow, in order to exercise a nation’s 
gratitude, and show to Europe its determination to oppose to the utmost 
the encroachments of despotic sway. These, I repeat, are eventful times, 
and speak loudly, not only to the coal miners, but to all engaged in the 
sacred mission of labour, to think, to determine, to act, promptly and 
vigorously, that part in the great struggle for freedom, both at home and 
abroad, which is commensurate with the vital importance of produetive 
energy. Allow me, then, in the firstgplace, to direct your attention to the 
fact, that the plaintive voice of your sufferings and privations, 1000 fatal 
accidents annually in coal mines, you and your childrens’ utter denial of 
the high privilege of cducation, the entire neglect by ing capitalists 
of your and, of course, your families social and physical condition, the 
vast importance to the well-being of the country of an economical and 
safe management of coal mines, have been all carried on the bright and 
glowing pages of the press of England even to the foot of the throne and 
the altar. They have engaged the attention of the legislator, whose special 
labours in committee have induced a hope that, before long, a specific for 
the evils here adverted to will be brought forward for the sanction of the 
House of Commons. 

Tt remains, then, for you to enforce, by every legitimate means at your 
disposal, that the forthcoming measure of reform shall recognise the privi- 
loge of labour, by establishing a system of promotion, which shall insure 
to the best educated of your sons such positions of trust and responsibility 
as the Government have to bestow. Capital will always manage some- 
how or other to take care of itself; labour only, which is the poor man’s 
capital, needs special protection by the Government, as it is the vitality, 
the main spring, of every department in the state. If, however, you de- 
sire assistance in the promotion of your safety and welfare, you must not 
remain ignorant of the fact, there is no assistance to be hoped for apart 
from own your exertions, both mental and physical. 

If the history of all nations, both ancient and modern, and your own 
limited experience, should alike fail to convince you of this rq ten 
fact, surely the cclebrated congress of scientific viewers at the Craven 
Hotel will supply ample evidence of its melancholy truth. The Sabbath 
schools, glorious institutions for the benefit of the working classes, will 
afford an opportunity to you and your children to learn to read, write, and 
your duties to each other, and also to a higher and more exalted Being; 
after this, by persevoring industry and diligent attention to study, there 
are but few acquirements to which you cannot attain. Let every collier, 
then, endeavour to learn with earnestness of purpose some branch of art, 
science, or literature, and immediately he wilt become a more respectful, 
and hence a more useful, member of society; he will then begin to enjoy 
the sweot and lasting intercourse with great spirits, and feel the import- 
ant advantagos of that discipline which has enabled him to learn success- 
fully one branch of science, that he will be induced thereby to learn a 
second, third, &c., until he arrives at that state of mental discipline which 
will fit him to discharge, with honour to himself and benefit to his fellow- 
workmen, the higher duties of his laborious calling. Allow me, then, to 
impress with all earnestess upon your consideration, that there is little or 
no remedy for your present social condition apart from intelligence ; this, 
after all, is the great secret of your ultimate success in the noble cause of 
raising your present humiliating condition, and though its advantages are 
enjoyed by many of the colliers, still, I lament to say it, there are hun- 
dreds of them to whose minds the glowing pages of science present no 
genial warmth. 

Strikes may be ranked amongst those calamities which carry misery 
and suffering, in their most revolting and demoralising forms, to the cot- 
tages of the colliers. I can speak from painful experience of the evil ef- 
fects of such a procedure ; ani it is to be hoped, as intelligence spreads 
its benign influences on the heads of both masters and men, these un- 
happy differences will be, “like angels’ visits, few and far between.” I know 
that labour is too sacred and too important to be trifled with by unthink- 
ing capitalists; and I am aware, too, that the possessors of labour are fre- 
quently subject to the most unjust and galling conditions in their inter- 
course with the possessors of sordid wealth ; but, nevertheless, you should 
in so just a cause learn to exercise Christian forbearance towards your op- 
pressors, and treat them with gentleness and philosophical dignity, by an 
energetic exposition of your just and valid complaints before the tribunal 
of public opinion. By adopting this course, you will be more: likely to 
obtain the object you seek for, than by exhibiting in your conduct of 
strikes the stupid petulancy of children, instead of the more dignified dis- 
pag which should always characterise the possessors of manly labeur. 

When, however, circumstances do occur to render strikes inevitable, ther 
such a connection between the employer and employed as unfortunately 
prevails in the county é6f Durham is much to be deplored. It enables the 
masters to execute at pleasure their present angry feelings with unwonted 
severity, even towards the wives and innocent children of the men, by 
ejecting them from their homes, and thereby contributing to their expo- 
sure to the mercy of the rude winds and pitiless storm, Unfecling capital- 
ists, I regret to say, will always find ready ministers of their cruel de- 
crees in such persons as John Wales and John Daglish, colliery viewers, 
who had the animal courage to oject “ 200 families. on the highway, with- 
out shelter, or a place in which to lay their heads; and the police wan- 
dered about in the dead of the night to the different houses, for fear the 
ejeoted should get a night’s shelter.” Scenes like this, perpetrated by the 
high sanction of educated men (Messrs. Seaton), whatever be their wealth, 
power, and influence, cannot, surely, be passed over, in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, without receiving that just and vigorous condemnation 
from every right-thinking man which such a proceeding richly deserves. 
Lhope, however, that you will in future adopt*a wiser course, in order to 
get your just grievances redressed, than that whieh exposes your wives 
and families to the most degrading and demoralising cruelties. Learn to 
know that ‘ crafty men contemn studies, simple, men admire them, but 
wise men use them." ‘f 

Ta the evidence taken before the Committee of the House of Commons, 
it has been repoatedly stated, and my experience leads me to substantiate 
its truth, that the colliers in the north of England are more intelligent 
than those in the south, or midland counties. Although this fact reflects

ton, colliery viewer and coalrowner, and the Rev. D, J. Steward, M:A., 
Inspector of Schools.. ‘‘ In Lancashire theré is often such a gearcity of 
officers for the pits—such as deputies, firemen, and overmen—that I am 
obliged te-send to the north of England, and the sample I get is much 
superior to the men in Lancashire.” ‘I have found that the deputies 
éoming from the ‘north have a better réligious feeling; they seem to be 
Shogether more earnest men, not so reckless, and generally in conneetian 
either with the Methodists or Independents.” “'Phey are amazed when 
they come into Lancashire to see the recklessness and want of religious 
feeling.”’. ‘They are more earnest and thoughtful men, less given to 
drunkenness, and place a greater value upon education and mental train- 
ing generally.” 


Such, then, is the testimony of Mr, Darlington respecting the coal- 


miners of the north of England, and his excellent means, as a colliery | p 


viewer , of collecting information will entitle his opinions to the greatest 
possible respect. 

‘‘ Thousands of workmen are in active work on spots which, a few years’ 
ago, were barren moor land, or productive corn fields,” “ Many of these 
commercial settlements have been represented to me in a state of great 
moral degradation.” ‘‘ They are, in fact, assemblages of well-paid, well- 
fed working men, — to none, or, at best, to very few of the outward 
restraints of civilised life, and in many cases disayowing the checks of re- 
ligion, born and brought up in ignorance.” Oh, eruel fate! although it 
does provide the means of education and luxuries for such as the Rev. D. 
T. Steward. “ Knowing no pleasures but the excess of animal excitement, 
and submitting to no guide but the caprice of passion.”” ‘ A population 
so circumstanced must of necessity deteriorate, and the want of areligious 
principle controlling, as well as blessing, the habits of men is most sen- 
sibly hit in many parts of this district ” Leh tag “ The licentious- 
ness which prevails amongst a large proportion of the population admits 
of no more Joubt than the existence of infidelity.” Is this the secret of 
this fearful description? think ye, colliers of Newcastle. ‘‘‘The masters 
of colliery schools are, too generally, men whom accident,” not Providence, 
I suppose, “ or disease has unfitted for manual labour.” “ A pitman whom 
some casualty has disabled, and whose carly employment has insured the 
stagnation of all intellectual life, considers himself entitled to claim the 
post of a schoolmaster.” ‘That colliery strikes are the legitimate off- 
spring of colliery schools, in their present condition.” 

Such are the views of the Rev. D. J. Steward, M.A., Government In- 
spector of Schools in the Northern Districts of England. I will not at- 
tempt at present to give the analysis of these painful quotations, but leave 
the simple and eloquent narrative of Mr. Darlington to tell itsown “ un- 
varnished tale; and the intelligent colliers of Newcastle and Durham to 
learn and inwardly digest, if these things be so, in what manner the rich 
beneficed clergy of Durham have discharged their high mission of’ in- 
structing and educating the people: Is not such a state of things, if true, 
a living commentary, either upon the imbecility of the spiritual teachers 
of Durham, or, what is far more culpable, their negligence and indiffer- 
ence to the moral and mental training of the people? Do they not, the 
clergy, condemn themselves out of their own mouths? Are net these geu- 


tlemen, guilty of such culpable negligence, sent out by the Government | 4 


amongst the people, with whom they have but little sympathy, and, con- 
sequently, but little means of obtaining a correct representation of their 
feclings, state of information, moral and social condition, to enable them 
to report to the legislators, for their guidance and instruction ? 

How long will the Government allow the ostensible teachers of the 


people to blind their minds by prejudices and false expositions of the real | alarm, 


state of the working population? It has been my privilege to be inti- 
mately acquainted with hundreds of my fellow-workmen, possessing good 
natural abilities, and a large fund of correct information on sonaeal sub- 
jects, but in a form to which no one can approach, excepting those who 
are in the habit of frequent intercourse withthem. Do the middle and the 
higher classes of English society visit, sympathise with, or try to know the 
virtues and capabilities of the occupants of labour? The dying speech of 
the venerable Judge Talfourd replies to this question with pathetic and 
heart-stirring eloquence. 

Fellow-workmen! set your brawny arms and your intellect against the 
introduction of collegiates as inspectors of your interests and your labour, 
They ought to be satisfied with supplying the army, navy, the bar, and 
the pulpit, with distinguished representatives, the services of whom will 
be ned related by the historian of the nineteenth century (Sebastopol, 
to wit). 
it be said they have a greater right than you, coal miners of England, to 
enjoy the high privilege of superintending your own interests and your 
own labour; and, surely, none can have a better opportunity to qualify 
th lves to discharge the duties of such a responsible office than those 
who t engaged Aes the yar execution of the labour. In - gr 
ment, then, of this t an pee question, now poised in the 
hands of the Govermalean. your future, happiness and destiny entirely de- 
pend, as well as your personal safety in pasate of your daily avo- 
cation. The Home Secretary will surely concede toyou the importance 
of labour, and also make a provision for its future development, in the 
forthcoming measure of reform, providing you exert yourselves to take ad- 
vantage of such a concession. 

I regret my inability to join the editor of the Mining Journal in his 
congratulations respecting the contemplated establishment of a College of 
Practical Mining and Manufacturing Science at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
To state that the fee for admission to such a college is porneees to be 20/. 
in one as in advance, isto state most emphatically that its advan- 
tages, though very small I acknowledge, are not be enjoyed by the work- 
ing collier; and I do hope that such an institution, which prohibits, by a 
costly fee, the sons of toil, although supported by the high authority and 
very eminent “ scientific attainments” of Mr. N. Wood, will meet. with 
effective opposition from all.who are engaged in the practical develop- 
ment of coal mines; as there can be no hope whatever that collegiate 
education will be successful in tsaining practical colliers to discharge their 
im nt duties. 

nthe Mining Journal of Feb. 10, I have been accused by Mr. Richard- 
son of an elaborate attempt to impress the minds of its readers ‘‘ with the 
chimerical notion of Mr. Mackworth’s incompetency.” I respectfully, 
but as firmly, deny this unjust accusation, although it is urged on the 
attention of the readers of this Journal with some degree of fecling and 
force; and I do hope never to condescend to patter personalities, apart 
from great principles, with a view to injure the position or to wound the 
feelings of any man, however much his views may be o to those 
which I entertain.

S80,AS TO.PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 
A LETTER TO THE RIGHT HON, 51R GEORGE GREY, HOME 8 ARY. 

Six Gzoncz,—Come the 22d of July, 1855, the, present Coal Mine Inspection Bill, 
which must aboutithen terminate, will have been in operation five years; and during 
this period about 5000 human beings have been suddenly, by colliery accidents, 
deprived of health and. life, and. their wives and families left. unprotected. 1 be- 
lieve that, for sore years previous to the passing.of the Collieries Act, the ave. 
rage violent deaths in coal mines amounted to about 700 per annum, so that it would

mented that hitherto all means have failed to arrest this fell destroyer in the coal 
mines of this distinguished nation, * ’ _s 

Are we, then, Sir George, to give up this matterin ‘hopeless despair! — Can science, 
that has done so much to elevate and our country, shed ‘no ray of light in this 
dark and dreary region? Must we conclude that these fearful catastrophes in coal 
mines eannot be remedied’ by us, and must, therefore, be left to ofhérs who may here- 
after populate our world, and who oe be favoured with a more effulgent ght to 
guide them to accomplish’ this difficult task? No, Sir George? I ain of opinion, 
which I think can be well sustained by facts, that nature and science have already put 
the remedy into our hands, and its application is simple and safe. What is the cause of 
these awful explosions in coal mines? Dicarburet of hydrogen, called alsojight car- 
buretted hydrogen, better known by its more popular name, fire-damp? hat is 
fire-damp! A compound of carbon and hydrogen, its composition being—carbon, 1; 
hydrogen, 2; equiv, 8°12. This gas is generated copiously in coal mines, and 
mixed with oxygen or atmospheric air;'in from 6 to 12 parts of afr, 
brought in contact with this mixture, a violent explosion takes place. Can this gas, or 

in coal mines, be rendered ineonibustible, or, in plainer words, can it be 
made to be so harmless’ as not to explode when one in contact with a lighted 
candlo?

enterprise. But this was not a matter of presumption ; it had been proved. Com- 
modore Stockton,‘and the London and VirginiaCompany, were prosecuting the work 
of gold mining with great success; and while the Waller Company was able now to 
offer to its shareholders the promise of an early dividend, the London and Virginia 
Company, he was happy to say, stood in the same favourable position.

Here is a mass 
of precious metal enclosed in the rock, which cannot be exhausted for ages, and in 
this respect the region in question is the most important of all the known gold depo- 
sits, California not excepted.” The same author remarked, in his Practical Mine- 
ralogy (p. 47) :--‘* There are art met localities in Virginia and North Carolina, 
which, if not equal to those of California at present, will be of greater importance in 
future, and, I predict, more sure and lasting.” With regard to Australia, it might be 
asked, why had not the mining companies suceeeded there, and why were some of 
those in California not in a very hopeful condition? The difficulty a 4 had found 
was twofold—the want of water and the high price of labour.

+4 ENGLISH AND AUSTRALIAN COPPER COMPANY, 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
on Tuesday. Sir Wu. Fosren, Bart, in the chair. 

The report of the committee of investigation (which was published in our last 
Journal) was read. 

Mr. Svurron observed, that he was the person who had pro 
a committee of investigation, on which committee he had rather reluctantly accepted 
office, It was much to be regretted that the contract with the Burra Burra Company 
had ever been signed, although he was happy to say the two companies appeared to 
act perfectly harmoniously, and he thought they were likely to continue to doso. With 
reference to Mr. Hamilton’s appointment, the committee believed that it would be a 
means of greatly improving the position of the company ; and as to the raising of the 
35,000/., he would say that had such a suggestion been pro dd before the committee 
of investigation was appointed, he should have been doubtful about giving it his sup- 
port, but now he was of opinion it would be highly beneficial to the company. 

Mr. Scunzetper stated, that from letters lately received, labour had returned to its 
usual channel ; and another source of gratification was, that the letters received from 
Mr. Hamilton were not of that extraordinary sanguine nature of some people, but in 
his former letter he stated he improvements he hoped to effect, and the next brought 
the intelligence that he had achieved even more than he could have anticipated. 

Mr. Attenpen wished to know whether it would not be better if the meeting were 
put in possession of the directors’ estimate of the value of their property, and a state- 
ment of their position as to the contract!—Mr. Scunerper stated that the Burra 
Burra Company would go on increasing, as would their delivery of ore to the smelt- 
ing-works. He reminded them that the 35,000/, proposed to be raised was not in- 
tended to be sent to the other side of the water, but was required for a floating ca- 
pital, to carry on the copper smelting business on this side. They had been obliged 
to pay money to the Burra Burra Company for their ore, as from the scarcity of labour 
they could not pay them in copper, but now that difficulty was overcome, The value 
of the unconvertible plant in Australia, if the company was wound up, would be 
almost nominal, although, if carried on, it would raise the full 350,000/. expended. 

A SwarxHo.per enquired whether the directors had informed the committee of in- 
vestigation that !—Mr. Surron, in answer, stated that they had; and that the com- 
mittee placed the greatest confidence in the directors, and were of opinion that the 
valuation of the property in Australia was correct; as, although they could not visit 
Australia, they thought that a fair conclasion as to how the property had been valued 
could be drawn from the valuation of that at Spitty, and they were confident that 
that was not over-valued. f 

Mr. Sounetper said, if the present state of affairs could have been foreseen, the 
contract with the Burra Burra Company would never have been entered into, but at 
the time it was made it was likely to prove highly beneficial to the company, and he 
had no doubt it would be so again. 

A Snarenonpre: Will the Burra Burra Company be agreeable to the renewal of 
the contract, which, I think, has now nearly expired ?—Mr. Scunerper: The Burra 
Burra Company have already expressed their desire to have the contract renewed. 

A Srarenotper: Would there be no fear of the Burra Burra Company erecting 
smelting-works of their own?—Mr. Scuneiper: Not the least, for several reasons— 
in the first place, there is an immense expenditure required, which it is not likel 
they would go to when they have good smelting-works so near them. Then, it is 
almost impossible to smelt copper in Australia without the use of Napier’s patent, 
which is the property of this company. 

A SHAREnNOLDER enquired the length of time Napier’s patent had to run ?—-Mr, 
Scuneiper replied that it had eight years. 

A SHAREHOLDER not eppeering altogether satisfied with the report of the committee 
of investigation, Mr. H. J, Castries observed, that if shareholders treated the gentle- 
men appointed by themselves in such a manner, there would be a great difficulty in 
getting any respectable man to act. He was himself appointed one of the committee 
of investigation into the affairs, in which instance the committee were not so satisfied, 
and yet the dissatisfaction expressed by the sharcholders was the same. He thought 
the least that could be done, when men had done all in their power to further the 
interests of acompany, without any payment for their services, was to give them their 
support. The property was paying well, and he thought it a pity to damage it for 
the sake of so small a sum.

The recent decision of Vice-Chancellor Woop, in the matter of the Laxs 
Barnurst Ausrranian Gory Mistno Company, and the Winding-up 
Acta, pronounced on Tuesday, the 13th inst., established a principle which 
may, perhaps, be appliod to future cases, and is, therefore, of importance. 
It appeared that there were three pending suits in the Court of Chancery, 
prior to the presentation of the’ petition in this matter, for winding-up the 
company, one of which was a dona fide suit, that of BAnnarp v. BacsHaw. 
In this suit, amongst other things, wilful default was charged against some 
of the directors, and it prayed very full relief. “The ‘petition under the 
Winding-up Acts had been presented ‘fter the institution of these equity 
suits by three shateholders as'co-petitioners; one of whom, Mr. Suaw, was 
the plaintiff in one of the suits. The petition to wind-up the company 
had been presented to Vice-Chancellor Kinperstzy, and it, amongst 
other allegations, set forth that the company had altogether ceased to carry 
on business, that there wat no existing office, or place of business, and 
that the funds had been misapplied by the parties who alleged that they 
were at present directors, The petition then contained an allegation on 


the false representations of those directors to institute the suit, and that 
he now apprehended that no benéficial results could follow from its pro- 
secution. It was further alleged, that it had been recently discovered that 
many of the statements contained in the prospectus put forward for the 
formation of the company were untrue, and had been got up for the pur- 
pose of deceiving the public, and an order to wind-up the concern was, 
therefore, prayed in the usual form. 

On the Moen coming for adjudi¢ation before Vice-Chancellor Kin- 
DERSLEY, learned faded: on being apprized that the three equity suits 
were — Vice-Chancellor Woop's Gourt, declined to make any 
order, and referred the case to that Court. The facts of the petition having 

fully opened, it was urged, on the part of the petitioners; that ‘a suf- 
ficient case was made for the usual Merge 7 4 order, that the pendency of 
the suits did not affect the right to it, was aright conferred by 
statute, and which the parties Were’entitled at any time to pursue. The 
Prayer of the petition was, on the other hand; op’ on the ground that 
granting it was entirely a matter of discretion with the Court, and 
that by reason of the pendenéy of the suits, such an ‘order was in this in:

A vory important Act was passed in the Jast session of Parliament, 17 
and 18 Vicr., c. 36, entitled ‘An Act for Peventing Frauds on Creditors 
by Secret Bills of Sale of Personal Chattels.” It received the Royal Assent 
on the 10th of July, 1854, and it has already led to a very convenient 
commentary, in a treatise on the Law of Bills of Sale, by Cuantes Eoan, 
Esq., Barrister-at-Law.* The law of England has always strongly 
condemned fraudulent transfers of property in order to defeat just credi- 
tors, and our juridical reports from an early period contain numerous de- 
cisions on the subject. As trade, however, advanced, commercial men 
were constantly victimised by secret and fraudulent warrants of attorney, 
until the Legislature interfered, by requiring registration to give them 
validity. All commercial establishments were thereby enabled, by re- 
gular searches, to ascertain the names of parties who sought to trade 
under false colours, and to protect themselves by refusing credit to those 
who had placed on record secret warrants of attorney passed to favoured 
friends. The law having provided that all such warrants should be void, 
unless executed with certain solemnities, and registered within a given 
time, afforded some protection, but it was still found that fraudulent 
transfers by secret bills of sale in many instances defeated and defrauded 
the most vigilant creditors, 

In order to afford a remedy for this grievous evil in a great mercantile 
community, the recent Act for the registration of bills of sale was passed, 
and it provides, in the first instance (sec. 1), that all bills of sale of per- 
sonal chattels, absolutely or conditionally, shall be void, unless filed in 
the Court of Quceen’s Bench within 21 days after its execution, in the 
same manner as a warrant of attorney in any personal action given by a 
trader is now required to be filed. It has been decided that the 21 days 
for filing a warrant of attorney, under the former Act, are to be reckoned 
exclusively of the day of execution thereof, so that such instrument having 
been executed on the 9th, was held to be properly filed on the 30th of the 
same month (WiLL1AMs v. Burcess, 12 Ado, and Ell, 635), Asimilar 
rule will, no doubt, prevail in the calculation of the time limited by the 
present statute, but both debtors and creditors would do well fully to un- 
derstand ‘that: ke of sales which do not strictly comply with that pro- 
vision are absolutely void, and may be treated as nullities. Section 2 
further enacts, that the defeasance, or condition, of every bill of sale shall 
be written on the same paper as the bill of sale, and shall be taken as 
part of it ; otherwise, that the bill of sale shall be void. Section 3 then 
provides, that the officer of the Court of the Queen’s Bench shall keep an 
alphabetical book, containing a list of all bills of sale registered, with the 
names, additions, and descriptions of the parties, and all necessary par- 
ticulars, to which book, or index, all persons shall have free access, on 
payment of 1s. Section 5 then empowers any person to obtain a copy, 
or an extract of any such bill of sale, paying for the eame at the like 
rate as for office copies of judgments of the Court ; and section 6 autho- 
rises satisfaction to be entered on the warrant as soon as it is discharged. 
By the interpretation clauses, the term “ bills of sale,” contemplated by the 


transfers; and the expression “ personal chattels,” to mean goods, furni- 
ture, fixtures, and other articles capable of complete delivery by transfer. 
Tt also declares that personal chattels shall be deemed to be in the appa- 
parent possession of the party executing the bill of sale, so long as he shall 
remain or be upon the premises, or ds they shall be used or enjoyed by 
him, notwithstanding that formal possession thereof may have been taken by, 
or given to, any other’ person; and the Act very unaccountably concludes 
by excluding Scotland and Ireland from its beneficial operation. 

This statute, remarkable for the brevity of its enactments, and the sim- 
plicity and clearness of its provisions, must prove a valuable . protection 
to the mercantile community. The public are much indebted to Mr. 
Ecawn for his very concise and well-arranged treatise upon it, in which, 
added to very clear 'textuary comments, will be found a reference to all 
the legal authorities bearing on the subject, together with notes, proce- 
dents, forms, and an index, We cannot too strongly recommend this 
brief and unpretending publication to all persons in extensive trade as 4 
manual, explanatory of the principles on which frand in debtors may be 
defeated, the just rights of creditors protected, and large and wide-spread 
mercantile operations conducted throughout the country, with comparative 
security and confidence.

Hence it was that shares in some of 
the most promising undertakings, under the mal-administration alluded to, 
were a. complete drug inthe market. But circumstances have changed j 
the various properties, against the managoment of which there have 
so many complaints, will, henceforth, it is believed, be placed on a firm 
basis, and, as a.natural consequence, confidence has been restored.

trolling power, is the only sure guarantee for its judicious administration ; 
the former cannot remain firm without the constant exercise of the latter 


Mr. Hadow’s observations on the treatment of shareholders, and the 
abuses of self-elected managers, should not be considered as merely ap- 
plied to the conduct of any given establishment, but viewed as questions 
of great and vital importance in connection with the welfare of all public 
enterprises. Mr. Hadow’s contemplated code of laws, for the proper ad- 
ministration of public companies, and for enabling proprietors to look 
after their own affairs, to be able to correct abuses, are questions of deep 
interest, not alone to British mining, but to the welfare of British enter- 
prise in general; and if he succeeds in effecting so desirable an object, his 
name will be worthy to be handed down to posterity as the great reformer 
of public companies, who had restored us to the old path of genuine and 
honest enterprise, and saved us from becoming the mere slaves of officials 
and mercenary bodies. 
Mr. Hadow very justly observed that “they were mere spectators of 
the proceedings, although it was their monoy the directors were spending. 
They might be called together onco a year, to receive an account, but 
were to have no means of testing it, and had as directors a sot of puppets, 
whose strings were pulled by the manager of the concern. The directors 
even never knew the real state of the affairs. A committee of investiga- 
tion was acceded to, in the hope, no doubt, that it would fall to the ground, 
as many others had, wearied out, and leaving the manager stronger than 
before. Would they allow the committee to be ‘burked” Would they 
allow themselves to be deluded any longer? : The directors did not care 
for anything ; they had got the shareholders’ money, and would remain, 
and the only remedy left was to have the company dissolved. He said, 
with all earnestness, that this was looked upon with great interest, as a 
bona fide attempt to free mining from abuses which would not be tolerated 
foran instant in any other commercial enterprise.” 
The majority of the public, who have had anything to do with mining 
carried on by public companies, will, doubtless, find the above observa- 
tions of Mr. Hadow strictly applicable to their respective experience, and 
will hail with great pleasure the removal of suck daring and shameless 
abuses, and the establishment of a more satisfactory system of manage- 
ment, founded on just and efficient principles, and under the control of 
trustworthy and responsible men. The quasi-irresponsible directors, 
who now and then get alarmed at the outery of shareholders against mis- 
management, irregularities, and many other etceteras, which cause a per- 
petual drain on shareholders’ pockets, are generally soothed down by a 
quiet and significant bint from their manager—“ If you only stand firm, 
and remain as mutes, I will get you out of the serape, they cannot turn 
i out, the committee of enquiry can be easily ‘ burked,’ as they neither 
ave the experience required to investigate the matter, nor can they get 
into the bottom of our affairs, and before this'time next year the shares 
will change hands, and then we shall be all right again, In the mean 
time, our agent must be blamed, and we shall appoint another, more 
pliable and suitable for our purpose.” 
Meetings pass off very satisfactorily—fresh nonentites, as contributors 
(misnamed proprictors and shareholders), are caught we degrees, by means 
of flattering reports, prepared for the purpose. The old disappointed and 
troublesome shareholders disappear, being too glad to sell off at a sacrifice 
to avoid further liabilities, and are replaced by another group, to play 
over the same game. 
Such are the proceedings of some of our public companies. Were our 
charactor as a nation to be judged by such transactions, it might be sup- 
osed that we were either the most ignorant and easily led set of people 
in the world, the slaves of the most dangerous official jobbers, or, perhaps, 
a compound of both, incapable of managing our own affairs judiciously 
and creditably. It is a stain on our moral character, and is doing a great 
injury to our industrial welfare, If such an irresponsible and corrupt sys- 
tem be allowed to continue without check, and if we do not introduce more 
legitimate management, under proper and more stringent control, we shall 
waste our time and resources, ruin legitimate enterprise, and become do- 
graded in the eyes of the world, as unfit to manage our own affairs. Let

things for granted, and accept mere reports, which are never intended to 
be realised, and see that such laws are duly carried into effect. Without 
such constant scrutiny and watchfulness on the part of the shareholders, 
neither the cost-book or any other system is of any avail to prevent the 
wholesale abuses that have been carried on in mining companies.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[?ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM.) 

Fes, 22,—Throughout the past week, all trade and business has been 
nearly suspended, in consequence of the severity of the weather. The 
arrival of a few orders, more or less, for bars, sheets, or hoops; the sell- 
ing at this price, or that, the increase or decrease of the make of pigs, 


the blowing in or out of furnaces, the rates of discounts, or the state of 
the share market, have been looked upon this week as matters compara- 
tively of light importance. The great absorbing question bas been — 
and by what means, the thousands of working men, and their wives and 
children, who have been now five weeks without their ordinary means of 
subsistence, can be supplied with food? As I mentioned in my last letter, 
Mr, Weale, the Poor Law Inspector, attended here a few days ago, and 
on becoming awate of the destitute condition of the poor, he at once re- 
commended a relaxation of the Poor Law order, so far aa it was in. opera- 
ration in Birmingham, and thousands were relieved at the parish offices, 
as able- ied men, who must otherwise have suffered great want, ‘Since 
then, a special fund has been raised, and soup-kitchens opened in various 
se of this town; and.the rush wee them shows but tooclearly the un- 
ortunate state to which the out-door labourers particularly have been 
reduced, And it is no wonder, From here to London the boats ate em- 
bedded in thick ice, which it will require a long thaw to reduce; andthe 
boatmen throughout the entire district are idle. “The navvies are thrown 
out of work, and are now finding their way into this tow by hundreds. 
At. the mines, the mon are also idle ; and although the coal is, of course, 
in great demand, it cannot be had. Nearly all the manufactories. and 
great works depending on water-power are stopped, and there may be said 
to be nearly gu entire stoppage of labour. As for the bricklayers’ labour- 
ers, they were the first to feel the effects of the frost, Under these. cir- 
cumstances, all other considerations have given way to the means of pro- 
viding food for the multitude; and most certainly, if the preseut alarm! 
ing state of things continue, it will be no easy task. Up to this tinié, 
the conduct of the poor has been excellent. ‘They have borne their suf- 
ferings with great patience, and the wealthy are coming forward with 
liberality to alleviate them, but far greater exertions will be required to 
avert the most serious consequences to many poor persons who cannot 
reach the soup-shop, or the parish office. 1 am sorry tosay that the snow 
has again returned, and is now falling so heavily as to render it. doubtful 
whether you will receive this communication. 
_ Relative to the proposed reduction of the wages of the miners, noticed 
in my last letter, there can bo little doubt they will accede to it, although, 
as they are only on half-time, and many of them altogether idle, they can 
ill afford any reduction... They will, however, have no alternative, as the 
masters cannot make iron at present prices, and pay the last scale of 
wages. The notices were given last Saturday, and will expire in another 
week. There has been no intimation as yet from the men of any desire to 
resist the reduction, nor is it at all likely they will do so—indeed, it would 
be extreme folly, as there is no demand for their labour to justify it. 
Several extensive manufacturers, in various branches, have been eom- 
pelled to discharge their hands, from want of orders; and persons compe- 
tent to give an opinion, do not hesitate to say that, if the frost continues 
@ few days longer, three-fourths of the manufactories and large works 
will come to a stand for want of water. ‘It is, therefore, altogether a most 
serious time for the industrious classes, and one to which the Government 
in London ought to give their immediate attention, with a view to a 
general relaxation of the Poor Law ‘screw. At Stoke, in this district, the 
pressure upon the relieving officer. became great, and he thought, under 
existing circumstances, he might give some out-relief; He was soon, 
however, undeceived, by being told that he would be surcharged. A gor- 
respondence ensued between the Guardians and the Poor Law Board in 
London, relative to the propriety of a relaxation. All, however, was an- 
availing. The triumvirate in Whitehall were inexorable, and ordered 
that the able-bodied men, including miners and potters, and mechanics of 
all sorts, should go into the workhouse, so long as there was a corner in 
which to cram them, and that they were to be required to work at some 
employment, and go home to their families at night with the product of 
their labour, The Guardians represented the hardship of the order, and 
that it was placing them in an improper position with the poor; and find- 
ing all remonstrance useless, they have resigned their seats at the board, 
and will leave the gentlemen in London fo carry out their own law. 
Had the Poor Law Board pursued the same course with respect to this 
town, they would certainly have incurred a serious responsibility ; and 
the sooner they come to some understanding with the Governinent as toa 
general plan of operation, equal to the emergeney, the better it will be for

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 


[FROM OUR COMRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. } 


Fes, 23,—The Iron Trade is at present in a yery unsatisfactory state, . 
the high price of pig-iron and coal, and the high rate of wages, rendering 
the manufacture of malleable iron very unprofitable ; and were ij not for 
keeping the workmen together, and securing conhexions, the bar-iron 
makers would do well to suspend. operations. is, however, @ con- 
siderable decline gradually taking place in the price of pig-iron, in-conse-! 
quence of increased production in some districts, and diminished consump+ 
tion, so.that we-may hope ere long to. have a miore equitable proportion 
exhibited between the prices of cast-and malleableiron, The dtor 
bars, which sunk to a very low ebb before Christmas, appears to have ral- 
lied under the influetee of the reduction 24. per ton, and the works are, 
in consequence, better employed. A good demand exists for hoops, plates, 
and iron for rolling stock of railways; this, however, cannot be said of 
rails, which continue to be dull of sale. ‘Lhe approach of spring will 
doubtless lead to the arrival of many foreign orders, which the present 
low price of iron will induce buyers to give out; as, with the immense‘ 
railway works in throughout the glube, an enormous ‘demand 
must eventually set in for this description of iron. ; 

The Low Moor Company continues to be actively engaged in supplying 
munitions of war; the works are producing about 200 tons of shot ahd 
shell per week, in addition to guns and mortars of various calibre. 

We regret to have to report great dulness in the Woollen. and Worsted, 
Trades, the staple productions of the West —s of Yorkshire,’as well 
as of the Cotton Trade of Lancashire, all of which are seriously affected 
by the high price of provisions consequent upon the war.

many instances in Yorkshire; Derbyshire, and other places, This mea- 
sure has béen delayed for a considerable time, in the hope that a better 
trade would not render such an unpleasant step necessary, The absence, 
however, of any signs of improvement, and the inequality of prices exist- 
ing between the rate of wages and the present reduced value of iron, have 
rendered this proceeding inevitable, e reduction is not, at present, so 
genoral as might be imagens, which ariseamainly from the unwillingness 
of ironmasters to alter the scale of wages, in consequence of the high price 
of provisions, and the gloomy prospects of trade throughout the kingdom. 

; Tho Coal Trade is dull, in comparison. with what, it was last year, as.is 
strikingly manifest from the falling off in deliveries in London, which 
were considerably less in January of the present year than in January of 
1854; and still more evident from the fact that, at most of the collieries, 
the miners are not working more than three days per.week. The Dur- 
ham collieries are suffering seriously from the continuance of the present 
severe weather, which, combined with the prevalence of adverse winds’ 
has prevented ships from clearing out of the harbours, and has occasioned 
an extraordinary accumulation of shippingin the different ports; and with 
the interior of the eountry overstocked, in anticipation of the weather 
which we have recently experienced, there is almost a total suspension of 
work in some districts, ‘The frost having.entirely put an end to naviga.

enTLeuEN,—A meeting is about to be called by your directors at a very early 
date, at which, unless any obstacle interrupts the success of certain negociations now 
pending, a scheme, approved of by Mr. Guedalla and friends, will be laid before you 
for the recovery of gold on @ large scale, by a combined process of washing and amal- 
gamation, on new, simple, and well-defined principles. In soliciting the honour of 
your suffrages and support on this occasion, I feel it due to myself, and due to you, 
Gentlemen, whose servant I am anxious to become, to a you in a condensed 
form some of the re sper on which I have based the opinions which, since my 
arrival in England, L have uniformly supported. In this short address, it is neces- 
sary for me to sieze the most salient parts of the arguments with which, I presume, 
— you, by my correspondence in the Mining Journal, ave already pretty well 
acquainted, 

The first grand fact, which I believe is indisputable, is that in wer Pie Aus- 
tralia gold in certain strata is universally disseminated through the soil, This occurs 
only under two separate conditions, either when it is universally found from the roots 
of the grass downwards to the bed rock, or simply in the stratum immediately above 
that bed rock, But in many instances, owing to various causes, these strata have 
only been partially removed, or worked in the most slovenly manner; in fact, some 
of the richest discoveries have been frequently made in holes which had been pre- 
viously worked, and afterwards abandoned, Some of the holes having fallen in, have 
never been re-worked ; in others, large blocks of auriferous strata have been left un- 
touched. In many instances, when rushes have been made to richer localities, some, 
in the eager competition to outstrip his neighbour in the scramble for new claims, 
have frequently abandoned the substance for the shadow, and returned to find their 
old claims full of water, und in so dangerons @ state as to preclude any chance of 
working them to.adyantage. These, in numberless instances, remain to this day in 
the same state, to reward the enerey and perseverance of mining companies, guided 
by experience, and assisted by machinery, To one most iniportant fact I would also 
call your attention.

The American prineiple of sluice 
washing is a main ingredient in the plan, which, combined with a series of shaking 
tables, at once riddles and effeetually washes the stones in their progress, and after.
